WASHINGTON EMBASSY RE EVENTS IN CUBA 


Reports of November 16 ans 17 state: 1) Eight missile 
parts (not tubes) some 100 feet in length were seen in 
Mariel port area; 2) Work is proceeding quickly on six 
military instaliations in Cuba with both Russians and Cubans 
in evidence. These are key defense points, partly 
underground, and may have intermediate range missiles. 
Installations are at Playa de Adicamas (Dayaniguas?} (Pinar 
del Rio) near La Colona; Guajay el Chico (Habana) néar El 
Cano where tunnel under construction Cayo Largo (Las Villas) 
at Punta Gorda some 25 km. West of Isabela de Segua; Banes; 
Baitiquiri (Oriente) 25 km. East of Guantanamo; and 
Chivirico {Oriente). 


Report of November 17 stated: 1) Roz had not taken part 
in any of the Cuban regime talks with Mikoyvan; 2) Major 
military troop movements were taking place throughout Cuha; 
3) Lazara Pena, veteran communist and head of the Cuban 
labor movement, has left Cuba for the USSR. He nas had 
differences with the Castro brothers. 


Reports of recent days indicate heavy movement military 
equipment (USER) including evidence of renewed transport of 
sand and gravel.
